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If is nut at all surprising that., at the 
present moment, Mr. Cartwright should 
desire to place before the country his 
views regarding the financial situation 
— tho obligations to be faced, the re- 
sponsibilities incurred and vet to be 
incurred, and the means to he taken 
to enable the Dominion to oope effec- 
tually with the demands made upon it. 
li is tho habit of Mr. Carfcwright's op- 
ponents to find fault with him for as- 
suming a less sanguine tone than some 
of his predecessors. That nn.y be the 
tendency of his mind, all the more ap- 
parent by contrast with the stylo in 
which they were wont to indulge dur- 
ing the last two or three years of Sir 
John A. Macdonald 's Administration. 
It may, too, have the effect oi causing 
.Mr. Cartwright to overlook some of 
the influences that will more or less 
counteract the effects of a largely- 
enhanced expenditure. But it is a 
safe peculiarity nevertheless. 

Mr. Cartwright has, moreover, to 
deal not merely with new demands. 
Ho inherited, when ho came into of- 
fice, a heavy legacy entailed by tho 
recklessness of tho outgoing Cabinet. 
It seemed in tho last session during 
which Sir John A. Macdonald was in 
power, that there were no bounds to 
tho prosent prosperity of Conada, no 
limit to the tax-paying capacity of tho 
people. "I will tako you in imagina- 
tion," said Mr. Tilley in his budget 
speech in April, 1873, "to that period 
of ten years hence when tho great Pa- 
cific Railway shall have been complet- 
ed." And then he went on to sketch 
in glowing colours, not tho burdens 
that must inevitably bo mot to secure 
the accomplishment of that great work, 
but the magnificent results that might 
follow upon its accomplishment. Yet 
at that very moment tho construction 
of the road in ten years was admitted 
by all reasonable people to bo chimeri- 
cal and impossible ! 

For our own part, wo are not dis- 
posed to make the proposal to build 
an Intorprovincial or transcontinental 
railroad a charge against tho late Ad- 
ministration. It was, in fact, a neces- 
Hary result of Confederation that all 
the Provinces should, as early as prac- 
ticable, bo brought into tho closest 
possible communication with tho seat 
of Government and each other. It 
was equally necessary that if the 
North- west was to bo opened up to 
settlement — and only with that view 
was it acciuirod at all —it should be 
spanned by a railroad as a ready and 
easy means of access on the one hand, 
and of the transport of its produce on 
the other. The building of such a 
road was therefore the policy of the 
nation, not of a Government or a par- 
ty. But tho common sense of the 
whole country will indorse Mr. Cart- 
wright's views as to the culpable rash- 
ness of the men who made tho build- 
ing of the road a part of tho terms with 
British Columbia. It was wrong to 
mako it a question of terms with Brit- 
ish Columbia at all; to reduce to a 
more item in a bargain with that Pro- 
vince a work that, if undertaken, should 
havo been uridortakon on tho broad- 
est and most indepedont considera- 
tions —deliberately, cautiously, with 
every possible information, and with 
the most unfettered liberty of action. It 
was to the last degree wrong to engage 
to build the road in a limited period, 
and thus peril both the credit and 
good faith of the Dominion. 

Anothor point bought out by Mr. 
Cartwright shows how blindly thehite 
Ministers rushed into that compact. 
It is the fashion of the Opposition 
now to pretend that if Sir Hugh 
Allan's scheme had failed, the cost to 
the puolio exchequer would havo been 
almost nothing at all. But the agree- 
ment involved on the face of it tho 
payment of thirty millions of dollars, 
and there are very few persons who 
imagine thai would have ended Cana- 
da's liability. For this and other 
works, recourse mudt have been had 
to tho London money market for 
heavy loans. Yet it. never seems to 
have occurred to the Macdonald Cabi- 
net that they wero wilfully crowding 
tho whole of this expenditure into tho 
very poriod in which tho bulk of our 
existing indeptodnoss would mature. 
Hero aro some of tho ligures:— In 

1874, there matured $1,847,000; in 

1875, there matured $3,915,000; in 

1876, |Ijfi8I,000:in 1H77, $5G9,OO0,Hin 
1878, *5,GG7,000; in 1879, $7,613,000; 
in 1880, $6,111,000; while othyr 



obligations fall duo between tho last- 
named year and 1885. All this has 
to bo re-borrowed, and the ease with 
which money may bo obtained and tho 
terms of the loans must of course be 
much affected by the pressure upon 
tho borrower. Tboso wero certainly 
facts it was little less than criminal to 
disregard, and to koep the country in 
ignorance of. Assuming, too, as we 
fairly may, that the Pacilio Railway is 
to a large extent an Imperial work, it 
was certainly not only wrong but very 
foolish and most unstatesmanliko to 
accept tho guarantee of a portion of 
its cost as a set-oil" for the Fenian 
raid claims. The country was humili- 
ated, and no opportunity was afforded 
for discussing tiie question of Imperial 
obligations in tho premises on their 
merits. Mr. Cartwright, then has a 
perfect right to remind his hearers, and 
through them the whole country, that 
the acts of their predecessors had com- 
pelled tho present Government to 
build the Pacific Boad within certain 
time-limits, however onlarged by sub- 
sequent negotiations; that the ques- 
tion of building the road was compli- 
cated by the error in making it a part 
of the treaty with British Columbia; 
that tho money neoded has to bo rais- 
ed at tho very time when Canadian 
credit will be most severely tested; 
and that any chance of obtaining moro 
liberal assistance from the Imperial 
Government is foreclosed by the 
wretched stipulation embodied in the 
Treaty of Washington. 

Taking into consideration all these 
circumstances, how does Mr. Cart- 
wright propose to deal with them? 
His remarks on this head show his 
policy to be conservative in the tiu ist 
sense, and thoroughly calculated to 
inspire contidenco. In tho first place 
ho indignantly scouts the proposal 
that we should repudiate our existing 
obligations. Having by fair negoti- 
ation secured some relaxation of their 
rigor, he will keep faith as to tho last. 
Ho stigmatizes in the language it de- 
serves the "unwise criticism in certain 
quarters where better things might 
have been expected as to whether the 
Government ought not to have utterly 
repudiated an engagement entered 
into under certain torms and con 
ditions." And ho goes on to say: — 

' 'In any attempt on the part of a 
Government or country to repudiate 
an engagement they havo onco enter- 
ed into, it is needless to say that very 
considerable danger to their credit 
must ensue; and in this particular in- 
stance I am perfectly certain that al- 
though some present easo and comfort 
might havo been felt, in a very fow 
years the unanimous voico of the peo- 
ple of Canada would havo condemned 
us as cowards and traitors for allowing, 
without absolute paramount necessity, 
the whole project of Confederation to 
be broken tip and rendered useless, as 
it would have been if our action had 
led to the secession of British Colum- 
bia, or, what might possibly have fol- 
lowed, to the annexation of that prov- 
ince to the United States. We were 
responsihle, not only to you, but to 
those who come after you, to preserve 
intact tho whole Dominion of Canada 
as it came into our hands. In our 
case there was no alternative." 

In tho next place Mr. Cartwright ad- 
dresses himself to the means adopted 
in order that faith may be kept and 
the great undertaking accomplished. 
First:— Ho has provided, as he hopes, 
for such a surplus of receipts over ex- 
penditure for some years to come as 
will place the security of the money- 
lender beyond question. Without 
such a provision, tho task of borrow- 
ing, or re-borrowing, sums amounting 
probably in tho aggregato to one hun- 
dred and twenty millions of dollars in 
tho next nine or ton years would be 
hopeless, or an operation so costly as 
to bo ruinous. In this respect the 
policy of the Finance Minister has 
proved successful. Socondly :— It is 
tho policy of tho Government to close 
up tis soon as possible the host of mi- 
nor enterprises they found in progress, 
new Post-offices, Custom-houses, and 
similar small undertakings, but en- 
tailing in the aggregate a largo annu- 
al charge Thirdly: -Tho Govern- 
ment propose, so far as practicable, to 
engage in no now enterprises of an 
unproductive character. This may 
entail the necessity for self-denial in 
somo quarters, but it is a resolution to 
which no prudent or patriotic poli- 
tician will demur. Lastly:- -It, has 
been the object of the Finance Minis- 
ter to get the indebtedness of the Do- 
minion placed on an improved footing 
at, a lower rate of interest. How well 
he succeeded in this respect with the 
late loan is already known.

Possibly the rcadiu»- public are not 
aware of the heavy loss sometimes 
bUbtaiuotl hy builders through Ihesalo 
of property by tbe owner, upon whicb 
the builder has erectod n building, fur- 
nisbing his own materials, and for 
which ho has not been paid. By law, 
as soon as stone, brick or wood are 
affixed to the freehold , they become 
the property of tho owner of tbe land, 
so that in the construction of a build- 
ing when a brick, stone or piece of 
•wood is put in its place it ceases to bo 
the property of the builder, and im- 
mediately becomes tho property of the 
owner of the land, who can sell tho 
land with the house upon it to another 
who will hold the property against 
the builder, although tbe latter may 
not have been paid one cent. This, 
many will say, is very unjust, but re- 
fuse to give tbe builder any claim 
upon the property, and send him to a 
court of law to sue for bis pay, and if 
tbe part)' for whom he did the work 
has nothing when the execution comes 
his claim is lost. Others would say- 
give him a claim on the laud for his 
work and materials, so tbat it' it should 
pass into other bands he would be 
able to enforce his claim by proceed- 
ing "to servo" agninst the land. A 
parson jjerforming work on the mate- 
rials of another has a lion on the ar- 
ticles for his pay. A tailor making up 
cloth can vetafn tho elothos until be 
is paid; so a farrier shoeing tho horso 
of anothov can retain the horse. A 
carrier carrying goods can retain them 
for his charges. An attorney has a 
lien on his client's deeds for bis bills 
of cost, and so has an innkeeper on 
tho goods of his guest. Why should 
not the mechanic have a lien also ? 
No difficulty however as to tho com- 
plu&Hoii of tho titles > occurs hero 
where a registry system prevails; but 
in England, where they huvo no gen- 
eral registry, they object to 
the title being affected without 
possession of tho title deeds. 
The people of the United States have 
long ago given tho mechanic this ne- 
cessary protection by giving him a lien 
which is is only discharged by pay- 
ment, no matter into whoso bands 
the land may pass. There a builder 
knows he is safe, irrespective of the 
question of how littlo ho is paid by 
the owner as the work progresses; he 
is BUro-Of his pay if tho laud and build- 
ing are in the end worth tho amount. 
In this way builders are not running 
every week for tboir estimates and 
frightened with anxiety about their 
pay. Tbe owners are not in foar about 
over-payment and thereby running tho 
risk of having unfinished buildings 
thrown on their hands. Owners of 
lumber and building materials are not 
uneasy about tho builder not getting 
his pay as they know ho has a mort- 
gage on the property for the full value 
of tho materials, and in some cases tho 
material men themselves have this 
lien for their pay. Most of our read- 
ers will agree with us tiiat a system of 
lien which will allow tho owner of the 
land to sell it and tho building on it 
before tho eyes of the unpaid builder 
for a piice enhanced by his labor and 
materials, and put the money in 
bis pocket, is faulty, and should' not 
be tolerated; yet this is our law. We 
are not aware that it has ever occurred 
to the Government to remedy this de- 
fect; but wo are sure that they have 
never taken any steps to do so. In 
Ontario there is a law giving the nec- 
essary protection to the mechanic, and 
why can we not have such a law horn 
where it is so very expensive 
to get a judgment at law 
for a debt at times having to pay our 
own costs for service and afterwards 
liable to pay heavy sheriff's fees on 
the execution should the debtor have 
no property, and then the risk of los- 
ing the debt altogether by tho debtor 
leaving the country, bis property be- 
ing exempt or altogether squandered V 
All this points to the necessity of somo 
tangible security being afforde d to the 
builder. Then let the Oovornment of 
tho day put the Ontario Mechanic's 
Lien Acts on tho statute book of our 
Province at tho next session and wo 
are sure our builders will thank them, 
and nobody blame them except fraud- 
ulent owners of property who wish to 
cheat the mechanic. In addition to 
the risk of the owner selling some- 
times he is involved and judgments 
are registered against his lands, in 
which case tho judgment creditor 
moves off with the value of the land 
and building in spito of tho owner or 
builder. With tho lien law existing tbe 
creditor could not do this, but must 
take tho property cum onere, and would 
h i obliged to pay tho mechanic.

You, Mr. Editor, we all know, can play 
your game with ability and good hu- 
mour; but I cannot speak in similar 
terms of all. There are some men in this 
oity, I am told, who havo "got office here 
from Sir John Mncdonald, on tho good- 
hearted recommendation of Mr. Walkem, 
and havo since "ratted" to Mr. Macken- 
zie, (I don't objeot to honest, well-con- 
ducted "ratting") and who now take ad- 
vantage of Mr. Walkem's absence to at- 
tack him. I confess that I do not liko 
thoso pooplo, and "Mr. Pan," I am told, 
is one of them. As to the salary question, 
I havo a uoyoI faoi to montion— novel, 110 
doubt, in tho coterie of "Mr. Pan."— My 
servicos, as Agent-General, to throe suc- 
cessive ■Governments of this Province 
have probably boon of small value, and 
may be correctly estimated by thoamouut 
of my romunorntion, whioh, as already 
stated, amounts precisely to nothing— in- 
deed, I lose commercially, large sums 
every year, on account of my connection 
with" tho Government preventing mo from 
doing businoss which, otherwise, I might 
undertake.

Tho bulk of it is 
paid to my oxcolleut assistant, Mr. Ab- 
ington, a Cariboo man, largely experienc- 
ed in his duties, and quite attentive to 
them, ns many newcomers to this coun- 
try can testify. I trust I also am person- 
ally attontivo to theso dutios. My firm 
in London, I may say further, "carrios"a 
considerable financial account current for 
the Province, with no charge foroommia- 
Bion, but only internet. 

Though those subjects are distasteful, 
and I am not sure that our iriond "lur. 
Pan" has exhausted the list of his aliases 
or his vocabulary of vituperation, I mon- 
tion the facts at onco, so that ho may not 
approach tlio coining day of rest iu an 
unnaturally excited frame of mind, whioh 
nobody would more aincoroly regret than 
Your very obedient servant, 
Gilbert Malcolm Sproat.

New Yoitic, Sept. 30.— The board of 
directors of the Northern Pacific Kail- 
way Company met to-day.

Fall River, Sept. 30.— Everything 
bore quiet. There has been a docided 
chauge iu affairs since yesterday.

Others gave their re- 
spective mills notice they would re- 
sume work to-morrow, All the mills 
are running, and large additions - to 
their forces. 

New York, Sept. 30. — A rumor was 
current on the street yesterday that 
the Pacific Mail Steamship Co. had 
sold their Shanghai line consisting of 
three steamships for $500,000. Presi- 
dent Dillon says the sale has not yet 
been consummated though negotiations 
are now pending. 

New York, Sept. 30 —The 3rd Ave- 
nue Snvinge Bank has failed. It has 
800 depositors which aggregate §134,- 
000. Fifty to fifty-five cents on the 
dollar will probably bo paid. 

Europe. 

London, Sept. 30.— The "Globe" 
this evening says there is no intention 
of immediately augmenting the China 
command. Should an increase in 
number of vessels be required at given 
points, it would be easy to meet the 
emergency by temporarily withdraw- 
ing vessels usually employed in the 
straits or Japanese division.

Mr. John J. Messerve, a clerk in a 
New York mercantile house, resides 
in the village of Haledon, a Paterson 
suburb, located about two miles 
northwest of this city. He is quite a 
prominent man in the little communi- 
ty, and has a promising family, who 
have been plunged into almost insane 
grief by a terrible casualty which has 
occurred in their midst and carried off 
a promising son. 

On Wednesday afternoon, Mr. 
Messerve's two sons, Cleland, aged 
fourteen, and Wallace, aged nine, 
finished some work ou the grounds at 
which they had been engaged, and 
about G o'clock returned to the house 
and repaired up stairs to change their 
clothing before supper. Bqtli boy» 
were in the highest spirits and ran up 
to their mom injgreat glee. 

A few minutes later and the rest of 
the family -down stairs wore startled 
to hear the report of a gun from the 
boys' bedroom, and, hastily running 
up to see what was the matter, a sight 
met them that almost froze their blood 
with horror. 

On one side of the bed stood the 
eldest boy, with a single barrelled 
shotguu lying near his side, where he 
had dropped it. On the other side 
of the bed lay the headless trunk of 
the younger lad. The head was no- 
were to be seen; but on the floor, on 
tho walls, on the ceiling, clinging on 
the furniture, Bplattered over the bed 
clothing, were the fragments and clots 
of blood and brains, and hair and skull, 
but nowhere was there a recognizable 
trace of the bright face which, only a 
few minutes before, had smiled upon 
his mother and sister in the room be- 
low. . 

Coroner Amiraux was summoned and 
reached the spot about eight o'clock, in 
company with the undertaker. Neither 
of these persons.in their long experience, 
had witnessed such a terrible Bight as 
that now presented.

It 
seems that when they reached tho room, 
full of fun and frolic, they observed two 
guns in the closet, arid, and proposed to 
play soldier. Theso guns were not load- 
ed, usually, but the eldest son of Mr. 
Messerve had loaded them a few days pre- 
viously with bird shot, unbeknown to the 
younger boys. In sport tho two boys 
pointed tho weapons at eaoh other, when 
that iD the hands of the elder boy went 
off, with the dreadful regults stated. The 
unfortunate lad was almost crazed at what 
he had done.

GENTLEMEN:— As a general election 
for mombers to represent you in the Lo- 
cal Parliament of this Provinoo is about 
to take place, I have determined, in ac 
cordanco with a very general request of 
the electors of your District, to offer my 
self as a candidate. 

The early date at which I hear the 
elections are to be held will prevent my 
meeting'you personally, as I nad intend- 
ed. I therefore take this opportunity of 
giving you my views on some of the most 
important questions that are likely to oc- 
cupy the attention of the next Legisla 
ture. ' ©.if 

The Indian question I consider of the 
greatest importance, and one that should 
be -attended to at tho earliest possible 
moment. Living, as I do, amongst a 
portion of the most discontented, I speak 
with authority when I say that unless a 
speedy settlement is arrived at, conse- 
quences of a very grave nature aro likoly 
to arise. Tho Indians are not unreason- 
able in their demands; what they want is 
a fair settlement, aud I cannot see -why 
this should not have taken place almost 
immediately after Confederation. 

The school system of this Province I 
consider good, and with the success ap- 
parent that has attended the boarding 
school at Cache Creek, I would advocate 
a further expenditure in that direction, 
iind consider that Kamloops and other 
portions of this large Province should 
have institutions erected of a like charac- 
ter. 

Tho formation of Agricultural Societies 
throughout the Province, you aro aware, 
I have for some time advocated, and I 
would support any measure giving a lib- 
eral grant of money to aid such societies. 
It will be the means of bringing farmers 
and stoek-raisers together, of comparing 
stock and inducing the importation of 
flood blood, 

Tho early commencement jf the Kail- 
way on the Mainland of British Columbia 
is of tho greatest importance to the set- 
tlers iu this seotion of our Province. 

The late negotiations that havo taken 
place with regard to a relaxation of tlio 
Terms of Union I havo been opposed to, 
and considor that under no circumstances 
should they havo been entored into with- 
out consulting tho people. They havo, 
happily for us, been unsuccessful, but as 
it is reported that fresl: negotiations aro 
likoly to tako place and tho question must 
bo considered at au early date by our Lo- 
cal Government, I would supuort no 
Government who in treating withtha Do- 
minion Government did not insist on an 
early commencement of railway construc- 
tion on the Mainland, and an equal dis- 
tribution between Vancouver Island and 
tho Mainland of any compensation that 
might bo offored for' the nonfnliilmont of 
the Terms of Union. I consider that 
should fresh negotiations tako place sorao 
arrangement should bo oomo to with tho 
Dominion Government by. which our 
Tariff should bo so modified as to give 
us some protection for our stock interost. 

Should yon, gentlemen, do mo tho 
honor of olocting me as 0110 of your re- 
presentatives, I shall fool it always my 
duty to advocate tho expenditure of pub- 
lic monies on public works as far as tho 
rovenuo of tho Provir.co will allow, but 
that only on works of a reproductive 
character. 

I considor that the Government of tho 
Province should bo carried on with tho 
strictest economy compatible with pub- 
lic efficiency; that taxation should bo 
equalized so that tho rioh rnau pay his 
fair proportion with the poor, whioh is 
not tho ease now. I trust that thoso views 
will bo acceptable to you, and should you 
return mo as ona of your representatives, 
I shall endeavor at all times to obtain 
your views on all public quostions, and 
thus bo onabled to net according to tlio 
well understood wishes of my constitu- 
ents. ^
